Dr. Koch and his colleagues, 
by u variety of experiments, endewvoured 
to complete the prouf of their discovery, 
but, for varions reasons which wo nocd not 
detail, they were unable te do so in Egypt. 
Cholera, at the time the invostigations 
were being carried on, was daily decreasing 
in virulence, and if the subject was to be 
followed out to its legitimate conckusion, 
it could only be by a fresh set of experi- 
ments in a loculity where cholera was pre- 
valent. The German Government, with 
that liberty and wisdom which may, wall 
put to shame the Governmont of India and 
ita advisers, roadily granted parmission to 
Dr. Koch to continue his researches in In- 
dia, where cholera is always more or less 
prevalent, At each of the postmortem 
examinajions made in Calcutta —3i in num- 
ver—tho German doctors found the same 
bactcrium which they had previously found 
in Egypt, although’ looked for with care 
and minuteness, neither disrrhwa nor 
dysontry cases yielded, the * bacillus. So 
far, then, the investigations in India tend-

The 
amount of claim against him is #38,411,99, 4 
the same. being based on charges that he 
received money for disabled seamen, re- 
shipped the discharged scamen and received 
other Consular foes, of which le rendered 
no account, When these muattera wero 
brought to the attention of the States Ds- 
partuient by -Colonel Mosby, Bailey wna 
removed from the Censul-Generalship at 
‘Shanghai. The latter Consulate has boon 
peculiarly unfortunate in being connected. 
with diplomatic scandals. Bailey's prede- 
cessor was Seward, whe was removed be- 
cause of charges of .miecunduct. Bailoy 
was also removed, though no attempt to 
prosceute him was made until the present 
time. mot ; :
